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REPORT 


PRESENTED  TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS  AT  THEIR  ANNUAL  MEETING, 

JANUARY  12,  1872. 

For  evidence  of  the  continued  progress  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Managers  refer  to  the  full  and  careful  Report  of  the 
Attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  from  which  it  appears 
that  during  the  past  year  141  patients  were  treated  in  the 
wards,  and  the  visits  to  the  dispensary  were  7334,  a  larger 
number  in  both  departments  then  ever  heretofore.  It  will 
also  be  seen  that  many  recent  accidents  were  received,  and 
quite  a  number  pf  important  and  successful  surgical  opera¬ 
tions  performed  by  the  surgeons.  At  the  same  time,  the 
character  of  the  diseases  treated  in  the  Hospital  has  been 
more  satisfactory  than  in  previous  years.  The  compara¬ 
tively  small  proportion  of  in-door  cases,  as  contrasted  with 
the  large  dispensary  list,  is,  however,  still  noticeable. 
This  fact  is  partly  attributed  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemic 
disease  in  the  city,  but  mainly  to  the  continued  reluctance 
of  parents  to  entrust  their  sick  and  suffering  children  to  a 
care  and  management  in  which  they  cannot  as  yet  place 
entire  confidence.  That  a  mother  should  deem  herself  the 
best  guardian  of  her  own  children  in  sickness  as  well  as  in 
health,  is  a  natural  instinct  hard  to  overcome,  but  which 
under  circumstances  of  privation  and  poverty  is  too  apt  to 
degenerate  into  a  stolid  apathy  and  indifference,  fatal  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  little  sufferers.  This  remark 
particularly  applies  to  cases  of  acute  disease,  the  proportion 
of  which  admitted  is  much  smaller  than  it  should  be;  and 
also  to  recent  accidents  of  which  comparatively  few  are 
brought  to  the  Children’s  Hospital,  the  larger  part  being 
treated  at  their  homes,  or  taken  to  the  general  hospitals. 
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Time  and  experience  only  can  remove  these  prejudices, 
but  as  year  by  year  the  Children’s  Hospital  becomes  more 
widely  and  favorably  known,  they  are  evidently  diminish¬ 
ing,  and  must  in  the  end  disappear. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  House  Committee 
for  the  past  year  are  unusually  full  and  interesting. 

The  expenditure  for  1871  amounts  to  87383.93,  and  the 
receipts  from  all  sources  were  $7422.40.  The  balance  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  on  January  1st,  was  $896.10. 

Compared  with  the  expenses  of  1870  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  $2151.93,  which  excess  is  fully  accounted  for  in 
the  carefully  prepared  report  of  the  Household  Committee, 
where  will  be  found  many  interesting  facts  in  this  connec¬ 
tion.  During  the  year  there  have  been  various  improve¬ 
ments  and  changes  in  the  management  of  the  medical  and 
household  departments.  Among  the  most  prominent  of 
these,  are  the  appointment  of  a  Resident  Physician,  on 
whom  devolves  the  charge  of  the  compounding  of  medicines 
for  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary;  the  establishment  of  a 
neat  and  well-appointed  drug-room  in  the  Hospital  build¬ 
ing,  and  the  organization  of  a  clinical  dispensary  for 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  for  children,  under  the  charge 
of  Dr.  Harlan.  In  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  its 
arrangements,  both  medical  and  household,  the  Hospital 
has  made  great  advances  during  the  past  year;  but  all  this 
has  not  been  accomplished  without  a  large  increase  in  the 
expenditure.  Renewed  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  friends 
of  the  Hospital  will  hereafter  be  necessary  to  keep  pace 
with  its  growing  requirements.  The  actual  balance  on 
the  first  of  January  is  less  than  that  for  the  preceding 
year,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  opportune  donation  of 
$700,  the  proceeds  of  the  Concert  so  generously  given  in 
aid  of  the  Hospital,  by  Madame  Parepa  Rosa,  and  of  the 
Charitable  Entertainment  of  Mr.  F.  Sully  Parley,  and  of 
the  Amateur  Dramatic  Association,  there  is  reason  to  fear 
that  the  treasury  would  have  been  empty.  All  past 
experience  demonstrates,  however,  that  the  generous 
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liberality  of  the  friends  of  the  Institution  has  never  failed 
it  in  the  hour  of  need,  and  the  ready  benevolence  which 
has  hitherto  provided  for  its  maintenance  will  not  suffer 
the  good  work  to  languish  for  want  of  means. 

The  project  of  a  Convalescent  Branch  at  Atlantic  City, 
alluded  to  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  is  still  under  con¬ 
sideration.  An  eligibly  situated  lot  on  Pacific  Avenue, 
fronting  the  sea,  has  been  purchased;  plans  and  estimates 
have  been  prepared  and  drawn  up,  and  the  work  of  build¬ 
ing  will  probably  be  commenced  during  the  coming  season, 
should  the  necessary  amount  be  contributed;  but  it  is 
hardly  likely''  that  it  will  be  completed  during  the  current 
year.  In  justice  to  those  who  have  contributed  to  this 
project,  it  is  but  right  to  add  that  the  apparent  delay  in 
carrying  out  this  desirable  addition  to  the  Hospital  arises 
out  of  financial  considerations,  besides  a  necessity  for  well 
considering  and  maturing  the  plan  of  the  enterprise  before 
undertaking  it. 

For  the  ever-increasing  interest  and  sympathy  lavished 
on  the  Hospital  from  all  quarters,  the  Managers  desire  to 
express  their  warmest  thanks.  In  addition  to  the  dona¬ 
tions  of  the  benefactors  of  the  Hospital  above  alluded  to, 
the  Managers  have  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberality 
of  Mr.  Isaiah  Y.  Williamson,  who  has  recently  bestowed 
on  the  Hospital  two  ground  rents  of  $51  and  $58  respec¬ 
tively,  and  they  also  desire  to  thank  Mr.  Henry  Price  and 
others  for  their  kind  and  successful  efforts  in  ministering 
to  the  amusement  of  the  sick  children. 

The  Managers  cannot  close  without  a  warm  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  services  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors,  who, 
more  than  in  previous  years,  have  lavishly  given  their  time 
and  means  in  promoting  the  Avelfare  of  the  Hospital,  and 
have  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  make  it  widely 
known  to  the  benevolent  and  charitable.  To  them  is  due 
much  of  the  substantial  aid  and  sympathy  which  has  been 
extended  to  it  from  outside  sources  during  the  year.  The 
Attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  merit  the  thanks  of 
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the  Board  for  the  skill  and  faithfulness  with  which  they 
have  performed  their  several  duties,  as  also  the  Resident 
Physician,  Dr.  R.  Valdivieso,  to  whose  conscientious  and 
systematic  supervision  and  executive  ability  is  largely 
attributable  the  advance  in  the  in-door  department  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Matron,  Miss  Neely,  continues  to  perform  her  duties 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Managers.

Every  contributor  of  two  thousand  dollars,  who  desires 
it,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  child  constantly  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital  on  his  or  her  recommendation,  and  shall  have  the 
power  to  will  this  right. 

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Children  between  two  and  twelve  years  of  age,  if  seri¬ 
ously  injured  by  accident,  are  always  admitted  if  brought 
to  the  Hospital  immediately  thereafter.  Other  cases  may 
be  admitted  by  applying  to  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
who  attend  at  the  Hospital  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  at  12 
o’clock.  Out-patients  are  prescribed  for  daily  (Sundays 
excepted)  at  12  o’clock.
